WAR SUMMARY OF 
THE LATEST EVENTS 


Good news comes again from Sir 
lan Humilion, As the result of fight- 
ing iv the northern section of the 
Gallipoli Peninsula the British army 
has captured an important tactical 
Position commanding Buyuk, a ham- 
letin the Anafarta Valley, through 
which pusses the road from the south- 
erp part of the Peninsula to Gallipoli 
apd Constantinople. British submar- 
anes have pretty well closed the sea 
route to the Turkish capital, and with 
British guns swecpiug the Kasa Dere 
road the provleupof provisioning and 
supplying the Térkish army on the 
‘Peninsula becomes a very serious ou. 
The Australasians have made a bub- 
stantial gain of ground, avd in the 
struggle tbe ‘lurks Joel many inen, 
Progress in the Dardanelles 1s slow, 
but it is substantial. 

The most interesting news of the 
day is the announcement that, Ger- 
man submarives will hereatter not 
torpedo passenger Jiners on the At- 
lautic without notice, and persuinably 
without giving reasonable time iu 
which to enable the crew and passen- 
gers to take to the boats. This virtu- 
ally means an abandonment of the 
German campaign against passenger 
ships. . The danger to the submurines 
of coming to the surface and notify- 
| iug.tbe people on board a liner to take 
to the bvats, and of remaining in the 
vicinity while the order is obeyed, is 
too great to be lightly encountered. 
Germany has hitherto claimed and ex- 
ervized the right of sending any ves- 
sel within the war zone to the bottom 
without warning so long as it was not 
clearly distinguishable as a neutral, 
| In adandoning that position she great- 
ly increases the danger of her sub- 
inarines, and makes it reasonably cer- 
tain that few passenger ships will be 
sunk hereafter eastbound, and proba- 
bly none at all westbound, 

The German submarines were fairly 
effective in their activities against 
| British warships in the early stages of 
hostilities, but since the middie of 
Mareh, when they began to sink mer- 
chant shipsin large numbers, they 
|have done practiclly nothing toward 
crippling the navy. The British fleet 


to-day is stronger in every branch 
than it wasa year ago, when war 
broke out.

SUBMERGED SUBMARINES. 





Bigns by Which They May Bo Located 
From an Aeroplane. 

Ip answer to a correspondent who 
asks to whut extent u wan in un aero- 
plane can watch the wovements of a 
submerged submarine boat the Scien- 
tific American replies: 

“We have consulted a naval aero- 
pautic expert on the visibility of sub- 
marines from an aeroplane. He states 
that if the surface of the water is 
smooth and the water fs fairly clear 
a submarine can ordinarily be observed 
visually from an aeroplane at any 
depth the submarine fs likely to travel, 
which {s usually pot over 100 feet. 
Experiments have been made at Guan- 
taunamo, Cuba, and Annapolis, Md., and 
in the latter case the submarines were 
able to avoid observation at first by 
sinking to 2 muddy bottom. But the 
aviators soon learned to pick them out 
by some sign, sueh, for example, as es- 
cape of air bubbles.” 

In another article on the subject the 
Scientific American says that when the 
sea is rough it is much more difficult 
to discern a submarine, The captain 
of n warship can watch the course of a 
submarine by the bubbles it sends to 
tbe surface when the sea is smooth, 
but these bubbles are scarcely discern- 
ible when the sea is choppy. The dis- 
turbed surface inevitably makes it more 
diticult for an observer in an aero- 
plane to see what is going on below.

LONDON, Aug. 31.—The Buchar- 
est correspondent of The Times says: 

According to information from a 
trustworthy source 200,000 German 
troops have arrived at Brasso, in 
Hungary, near the Roumanian fron- 
tier, during the last week. The Jour- | 
nal Diminea states that many de- 
tachments have already taken up 
positions in the mountains in the 
neighborhood of that town and in the 
district of Fragrash.

CUTTING THE CABLES. 


How It Is Done In Wartime In Deep 
and Shallow Waters. 

Cutting submarine cables in wartime 
is by no means so easy a job as it 
sounds. 

Briefly the method is as follows: The 
cruiser detailed for the work steams 
slowly at right angles to the cable 
route, dragging after ber n special kind 
of grapnel, like a tive pronged anchor 
with sbears attached, which grip and 
cut the table at the same time. 
grupuel is connected. with the cable 
cutting ship by a strong rope formed 
of strands of steel and hemp interwov- 
ep. and attached to which is an instru- 
ment called a dynamometer, that shows 
when the cable is Looked. 

By steaming once or twice backward 
and forward the cable can be cut in 
two pluces at, say, half a mile apart, 
nnd tbe severed portion can then be 
dragged away by another kind of non- 
cutting grapnel and left lying on the 
ocean bed at some distance away, 
where it is, of course, impossible to lo 
cate it, rendering any attempt to re 
pair the damage a very difficult and 
laborious operation. 

Such is the usual method adopted for 
destroying an enemy's cable in com: 
paratively shallow seas. In the case 
of ocean cables submerged at great 
depths, however, the mode of proced: 
ure is somewhat different. 

A similar five pronged grapnel ts 
used, but it is a noncutting one and 
simply grips the cable. holding it fast. 
The fact that it has been booked is. 
of course, notified to those on board 
by the dynamometer. when the ship 
is immediately stopped and the cable 
hoisted up toward the surface 

It never reaches the surface. how: 
ever, for presently the lifting strain 
becomes too great, the cable snaps of 
its own accord, and, the two ends fly: 
ing wide apart, the severed cable set- 
tles back to the ocean bottom oblique: 
ly, leaving a gap of possibly a thou- 
sand yards or more between the por 
tions.—Pearson’s Weekly.

Adam’s death sen- 
tence passed by heredity upon all! his 
children, irrespective of their degrees

Then there would have 
been neither future life nor future 
judgments for them; for death is the 
extreme penalty of Divine Law.

Electric plowing bas been carried on 
1 Germany for fifteen years, and great 
‘rides have been made, particularly {n 
je last five years. Of the several sys- [ 
ms employed the one and two motor 
rpstems are most extensively used. In 
oth these systems the plow is pulled 
cross the field by a cable wound ona 
rum. 

In the single motgr system on one 
de of the field the motor is mounted 
n a self propelled wagon, which au- 
wtically travels forward parallel with 
ite motor wagou with each new fur- 
»w. The two motor system has two 
votors, one on each of two self pro- 
elled wagons, one of these replacing 
ve ancbor wagon. The oue motor sys- 
wm is lower in first cost, but the other 
in be more readily adapted to the 
utivation of any form of field. 

Electric plowing has great advan- 
igwes over that by gasoline or steain 
agines. Witb a steam plow, for in- 
‘ance, a great amount of coal and wa- 
‘t must be taken to the field by teams 
od drivers whith must be paid for. 
lectric plowing can be carried on in 
tactically every kind of weuther, even 
1 the winter, when steam operated 
lows would freeze, and the electric 
low can be used in soft or loamy soil 
there horses cannot work and on hilly 
round.
